tions were consequent on the receipt and consideration of a letter 
conjointly addressed to your Board, by the Rev. the Chief Rabbi, 
and by your venerated colleague, Sir Moses Montefiore, Bart. 

Letter read from the Chief Rabbi, and Sir Moses Montefiore, 
Bart., with the appeal from the Jews in the Holy Land, whereupon 
it was Resolved :— 

** That this doard has learned with feelings of the deepest sorrow 
and commiseration of the state of destitution to which th» Jewish 
pores of Jerusalem and the other cities of the Holy Land has 

en reduced by the prevalence of Cholera,and the other evils 
referred to in the foregoing appeal. 

That this Board is earnestly desirous of adopting the most 
effectual measures for affording relief to the sufferers. 

“That the President pro tem. be requested to forward a copy 
of the appeal, and of the conjoint letter from the Chief Rabbi 
and Sir Moses Montefiore, Bart., to the President of pa 
Jewish Congregation in the United Kingdom, aad to urge on such 
President, in the name of the Board, to take the promptest mea. 
sures for obtaining subscriptions from the Congregation over which 
> presides, and from individual congregants, in aid of the suf- 

erers. 

“* That a copy of the appeal and letter from the Chief Rabbi and 
Sir Moses Montefiore be published in the daily newspapers and in 
the ‘ Jewish Chronicle.’ , 

“ That the Law, Parliamentary and General Pur»oses Commit- 
iee, together with such gentlemen present at this Meeting, as are 
not members of that Committee, do form a Relief Committee to 
c out the foregoing Resolutions. 

** That the best thanks of this Board be given to the Rev. the 
Chief Rabbi, and to Sir Moses Montefiore, Bart., for having, with 
their usual activity, on behalf of euffering humanity, commuvicat ed 
to this Board the particulars of the calamity in question. 

** That the following gentlemen will be h2ppy to_ receive contri- 

butions :J. M. Montefiore, Esq.. President pro tem. of this Board, 
4, Great Stanhope-street, May Fair ; its Treasurer, M. V an 
Praagh, Esq., 46, Bloomsbury square; or Mr. Sampson Samnel, 
its Solicitor and Secretary, 36, Finsbury Circus.”

51., and that the 
sum of £2195 has been remitted to the Holy Land. Every urgent 
case, as soon as made known to the Relief Committee, has been 
promptly met, Lut it has been deemed desirable to reserve the 
balance for appropriation in the — Land, so that Sir Modes 
Montefiore on his arrival there may determine by personal obser- 
vation how best to make such appropriation ; and your Board will 
coubtiess ratify the full authorization empowering Sir Moses Mon- 
tefiore to deal with the fund accordingly.

AFTER THE READING OF THE PERSIAN 
INSCRIPTIONS. 


We some time ago translated from the German the 
views of Dr. Pollack, of Vienna, late physician to the 
Shah, on the Book of Esther. The doctor, aewill be 
remembered, warmly defends the authenticity of the 
Book of Esther, referring to the topographical notices 
scattered throughoat the book, the exactness of which he 
had ampleopportunities for observing; to the modern his- 
torv of Persia and the character of her population, which 
tend to bear out the statement made in the portion of 
Scripture under discussion; and lastly, to the habits 
and customs of the people, known to be in the East 
much more stationary than in the west, and which are 
much the same as those described by the wri'er of the 
sacred narrative; an} lastly, to a number of terms 
designating pecnliar Persian institutions, and which may 
be traced to ancieut roots and derivatives which are 
still to be found in mo ern Greek, The inference from 
all this is, argues the doctor, that the author of the book 
lived and wrote in Persia, and was an eye-wiiness of 
the scenes desvribed by him. 


We have now before us another production on the 
same subject in French, likewise endeavouring to esta- 
blish the authenticity of the same book, but pursuing a 
line of argument much more erudite and much more 


comprehensive, such as might be expected frem its 


author, the learned Dr. Oppert, of Paris, wh» some 
years ago received the grand prize for his successtal 
researches in the cuneiform records. The title of his 
production we have given in the headiny, aud we iateud 
to translate the greater portion thereof, 


“Although the reading of the cuneiform inscrip- 
tions,” says our author, “‘ has hardly commenced, what 
we know thereof may already serve to explain and to 
make more understandable than was the case hitherto, 
some of the books which the Jewish people h:s pre- 
served for us. Inthe dissertatioa which we added to 
our translation of the ‘Annals of the Sargonide +’ we 
have shown how much new light is thrown upon the 
events recorded in the Jewish history of the Sth cen- 
tury before our era, and bow much this history assists 
in making clear the new texts. We will now, essay to 
throw light on some events of the Sth century, by exa. 
mining the Book of Esther. | 

“We begin by observing that this book has been 
preserved for us in the original Hebrew, being a por- 
tion of the Canon of the Jewish books. As such it was 
translated into Chaldee, and two versions thereof —one 
of which resembling a paraphrase—are still in existence. 
The Seventy translated it, and this tianslation has been 
used and corrected by the Vulgate, which distinguishes 
the original text and the additiods and interpolations, 
the productions of the editors or Alexandrian transla- 
iors, The Vulgate keeps strictly to the Hebrew tex', 
and follows it even more faithfully than the Greek 
version. 

‘We now give the history narrated in the Book of 
Esther, only substiteting the Greek transcription of 
Xerxes for that of Assuerus, adopted by St. Jerome, 
after the Masoretic punctuation, A K HaSh Ve Ro SH, 
We shall by-and-bye prove the identity of these two 
forms.” 3 

Historican ANALYSIS oF THE Boox or Ester. 

(Here Dr. Oppert gives a recapitulation of the his- 
tory, which we need not reproduce, as we may safely 
presume that everyone in Bible-reading England is 
acquainted with it. The doctor adds at the conclusion 
of the narrative) |

“T[,—-HisToricaL Proors or THe VERACITY oF THE 

Boox or EstHer. 

‘One of the first results of the reading of the Per- 
sian inscriptions was the identification of Assuerus with 
Xerxes ; already Grotefend put forth this idea more than 
half a century ago, and this achievement of science is 
no longer subject to a shadow of doubt. Tke name of 
Assuerns is written in Hebrew with the letters 
&, or A, KH,SH, V, R, SH, to which 
the Masorites have added the vowels a, 4, -~, e, o. 
The last letter, 1D, bas a dot on the right when it is to 
sound sh, and this dot likewise carries with it the vowel 
o for the preceding consonant. The reading of 14 
(t sh) is, therefore, rosh, between which has even been 
inserted the letter }, in order to make more perceptible 
the presence of the vowel o, although otherwise unne- 
cessary. Thus several times the name Assuerus is 
si.aply writteu with the six before cited letters, Instead 
of A, KH, SH, Ve R, SH, 
the Syriac translation bas A, KH,SH,I, R, SH, 
Now this translation agrees still better with the original 
Persian name KH, S, Y, R, 5S, or, with the vowels, 
Khsayarsa (pronounce Khsbayarsha), which the Greeks 


made Xerxes, Xerses, and Xersius. 


“ The Semites cannot pronounce two consonants at 


‘the beginning of words ; thus the Talmud and the 


Arabs say Istoa, Setoa, Iflatoon, Pelaton ; they prefix a 
vowel to this concurrence of two consonants, or insert 
a vowel between them. ‘Thus the Hebrews in the time 
of Mosee, 600 years before the Masorites, probably 
pronounced the royal name Ikhshuarsba, or Akbehuar- 
sha, the Syrians Ikhshiarsha, while the Babylonians 
called him Khiwiarsa, and the non-Semitic, Turanians 
Iksirsa.

THE SABBATH OF THE JEWS.* 
_ [FOURTH AND CONCLUDING ARTICLE. ] 

We now come to the third and last principle serv- 
ing a8 guide in the observance of the Sabbath. It is 
sanctification. By selecting the seventh day of the 
week and brirging it into close connection with the 
work of creation ; by intimately associating it with 
the redemption of Israel from Egyptian slavery 
(Deut. x. 15), the greatest event in Israel’s his’ 
tory, and that most calculated to impress it, and 
to rouse a feeling of special gratitude to its deliverer. 
and, lastly, by appointing the day selected as a sign 
between God and Israel (Ezek. xx. 12), God had 
established in the mind of his people a peculiar in- 
dissoluble association of ideas, suggesting and pro. 
moting trains of thought well adapted to purify and 
ennoble national ard ‘adcividual sentiments. Further, 
by conferring on the day the privilege of freeing man 
from the round of toil which was his lot (Gen. iii. 
17,18), He had, as it were, cleared the ground for 
‘the undisturbed introduction of these thoughts and 
indulgeace in them. And, lastly, by the recreation 
allowed, the soul became predisposed for the exercise 


of those faculties and powers upon which sanctifica. 


depends. The Sabbath thus possessed a special 
aptness for impelling the Israelite to exert all those 
mental activities and to perform all those physica] 
acts which might bring him nearer his Creator, and 
cast upon him a dim reflection of that radiancy of 
holiness beaming forth from Him so emphatically 
called in the Bible the Holy One of Israel. (For in- 
stance, 2 Kings xix. 22; Psalms Ixxi. 2).

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the observer. But this rendering must -be ascribed 
to an inadvertence on the part of King James's 
translators, as will be seen on comparing it with that 
in Genesis, where they translate correctly “and he 
sanctified it.” Accordingly we have followed in the 
version of this commandment the translation of 
Benisch, who, in both cases, uses the term “sanctify.”’ 
Nor is it correct to say, as some writers on the Sab- 
bath maintained, that the Hebrew term which we 
render “to sanctify” means nothing more than to set 
‘apart. No doubt a day cannot be sanctified unless 
it is set apart. But the Hebrew Kadosh (to be holy) 
means something in addition. It means, when not 
applied to the Supreme Himself, to set apart for 
purposes connected with Him who is the source of 
jall purity and holiness. We might quote scores of 
passages in proof of this definition. But in order not 
unnecessarily to swell out the dimensions of this 
article we will content ourselves with afew. God 
repeatedly admonishes Israel, “ And ye shall be holy 
for I am holy” Surely God 
could not have meant to say that He was set apart, 
and therefore Israel should be set apart. This would 
clearly be meaningless. It is evident what the ad- 
monition meant to say was, “ Even as I (the Eternal) 
!am the source of all purity and morality, so shall ye, 
my people, be distinguished by avoidance of every- 
thing that might beget in you low and impure 
thoughts, lead you away from the path of morality, 
and predispose you to the performance of acts dis- 
pleasing in the sight of God.” But the decisive 
passage, the locus classicus as it were, is Isaiah v. 16, 
where we read: “But the Lord of hosts shall be 
exalted in judgment, and God that is holy (Wp) 
shall be sanctified in righteousness.” e 
prophet here incidentally informs us on what ground 
rests the attribute of holiness ascribed to God— 
because He is sanctified by righteousness, the terms 
used for holy and sanctified being in Hebrew derived 
fromthe same root. 


There could be no difficulty in specifying wherein 
this sanctification consisted. Every mental activity 
or physical act not coming within the meaning of 
forbidden labour conducive to the elevation of the 
soul to its Maker, to purifying, refining, and enno- 
bling it, and confirming and strengthening it in the 
path of duty and morality, was considered as sanc- 
tifying. From this it will be seen how closely this 
principle was allied to the preceding (recreation), 


they flowed into each other, so as to be indistin- 
guishable. Thus, for instance, the contemplation of 
grand works of either nature or art not only afford 
the soul intense delight, t.¢., are conducive to recre- 
ation, but are also productive of a frame of mind 
easily impressed and moved to noble acts, and which 
powerfully impel it to acknowledge and worship Him 
who is the Creator of all and the Dispenser of all 
gifts. Thus we are again brought back to a point 
which forms one of the leading subjects giving rise 
‘to a vast difference of opinion between the latitudi- 
narian and rigorist parties—the former contending 
for the lawfulness of*visits on Sabbath to such places 
of recreatién as botanical gardens, museums, or pic- 
ture galleries, and the latter considering them as 
forbidden. We have already stated for which party 
the rabbis declared. We now see more clearly than 
before why. From what precedes it will also be seen 
that this principle constitutes the culminating point, 


for which the othertwo only form, as it were, the 
scaffolding. 


It will not be difficult to show that Israel was at 
all times conscious of the exalted nature of this prin- 
ciple, from the time of Moses to our own days, al- 
though it took centuries before it worked its way 
from the level of the other ceremonial commandments 
to the prominence which it now occupies in the 
Jewish popular sentiment. Jewish Divine service, 
as prescribed in the Law, is, as known, not indivi- 
dual, but national. Neither special seasons for 
prayer nor forms of it, with one or two exceptions 
(Numb. vi. from 24 to 27; Deut. xxvi. from 13 
to 15), are enjoined on individuals in the Law 
But the national service—sacrifices—whether for 
every day or festivals, is minutely laid down. 
These prescriptions form a considerable portion of 
the contents of Leviticus, and are also found in the 
succeeding books of the Pentateuch. And what is 
the prescription for the Sabbath ? It may be read in 
Numbers xxviii., where Israel was commanded to 
offer on the weekly festival additional sacrifices 
beyond those prescribed for working days (ibid xxviii. 
9), and then the Lawgiver concludes: ‘“ This is the 
burnt-offering of every Sabbath, besides the continual 
burnt-offering and his drink-offering.” The second 
time we find the Sabbath mentioned in the Bible 


in connection with Divine service, and the principle 
of sanctification, this is already nearly as clearly 


developed as it was in the time of the rabbis. 
|The Book of Psalms contains a remarkable hymn

for the Sabbath day, and its contents are 
posed of praises of God and sublime meditations, 
deep-feeling and philosophical alike, clearly showing 
what trains of thonght the holy penman thought 
befitting the sacred day. What in the Psalms # 
represented as the outburst of individual enthusiasm: 
is described by Isaiah and Ezekiel as a practice om 
every Sabbath. Isaiah (lvi. 28) distinctly predicts 
the celebration of the Sabbath with worship. 
Having minutely described the details of a new 


4 for the Sabbath day. ‘The 


—s which he saw in a vision, Ezekiel not 


only introduces the priest as worshipping on 
Sabbath in it, but “ likewise the people of the land 
shall worship at the door before the gate of the Lord 
in the Sabbath and in the new moons” (Kzek. xlvi. 
3). During the period of the second temple this idea 
entered still more prominently on the foreground. 
We will allow the most distinguished modern Jewish 
historian to speak. Dr. Gritz, in the 5th chapter of 
the third volume of his “History of the Jews” 
describes the daily and Sabbatic service inthetemple. 
His account will be found in that portion of the 
doctor's history which we reproduce this @veek. 

We need hardly add that if prayer constituted an 
element of the daily service, it a@ fortiori formed an 
ingredient of the Sabbatical service. Of the services 
in the synagogues on Sabbaths we need not speak, 
as they are several times referred to by the Evange- 
lists and Apostles. These references clearly show 
that the reading of the Law and expositions thereof, 
or, as we in modern time say, sermons, were consti- 
tuents of the service. : 

After the destruction of the temple, which put a 
stop to the national service, the sanctification of the 
Sabbath by individual worship acquired a still 
broader and deeper foundation in the popular senti- 
ment. Regular services were instituted, especially 
for the Sabbath, the prayers fixed, regular readers 
and expounders of the Law appointed, and of their 
expositions—some of them very ancient, more ancient 
than even the Talmud—many have been preserved 
and are known by the name of medrashim (OD 7V, 
expositions). But the rabbis did not stop here. 
The principle of sanctification received a much wider 
application by them. The Sabbath was not devoted 
by them exclusively to religious exercises. Mora] 
and even purely secular instruction on Sabbath was 
considered by them lawful. The exposition of the 
“ Ethics of the Fathers,” a work in which religious 
injunctions, in the strict sense of the word, are hardly 
alluded to, is a favorite occupation of devout and 
learned Jews on that day; and young people are 
invited to attend these discourses on maxims of jus- 
tice, general rules of conduct, and truly moral 
apothegms, with hardly any other connection with 
Judaism save of having rabbisas their authors. — 
When. some years ago, there existed in this me- 
tropolis a Jewish and general literary and sci- 


,entific institution, lectures on various branches 
‘of secular knowledge were, during the winter 


season, regularly delivered to a Jewish audience 
Sabbath eve with the full approba- 
tion of the. Chief Rabbi, the acknowledged ex- 
pounder of Jewish doctrine in the British empire, 
and the reading room was thrown open on Sal ath 
morning as soon as the service was over. It need 
hardly be said that nearly all publications were of a 
secular character; yet no devout Jew hesitated to 
pay ita visit on the Sabbath and enjoy the perusal 
of his favorite periodical. In the Jewish Sabbath 
School the pupils are not exclusively crammed with 
Bible and catechism. Moral and entertaining know- 
ledge claims its legitimate share of attention, and all 
this with the full approbation of the religious chief 
of the Anglo-Jewish community. 

But the rabbis, giving the principle of sanctifica- 
tion a still more liberal construction, permitted 
meetings for purely secular objects, and even physical 
activities, all but hovering upon the verge of for- 
bidden labour. It was not lawful on Sabbath to open 
the courts of justice, but a Jew was permitted to 
attend assemblies, even in public buildings, convened 
for the purpose of deliberating on matters of public 
welfare. How astonishingly far a Jew, in the opinion 
of the rabbis, might go on Sabbath, consistently with 
its sanctity, will appear from the following extract 
which we make from the work of Maimonides, rej 
ferred to before (xxiv. 5): 


‘¢ It is lawful. .. and to make calculation referring to a (divine) 
commandment, to undertake a measurement referring to a (divine) 
commandment... and to award charity tothe poor We may allt 
go to synagogues and houses of study, and evento public build- 
ings of Gentiles, in order to superintend public affairs on Sabbath. 
.. «+ (We may also attend) to achild in order to give it its edu- 
cation or to teach it a trade. We may visit the sick and comfort 
the mourner, and disregard in part the law of the Sabbath day 
journey (DWN), in order to attend to the affairs gf a woman about 
to be married, and the burial of the dead... because they are 
meritorious acts (commandments). It is forbidden to follow thine 
own pursuit (pleasure), but not a pursuit in fulfilment of a divine 
commandment.” 


Can the name of Jews, after this, be applied with — 
justice to those Christian rigorists in whom a child 
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airplay ora Sunday excites-a feeling-of horror, and} 
in whose sight innocent mirth on that day is an abo 
mination ? We are. fully aware that Dr. Macleod was 
not the first to apply this name to his Sabbatical 
opponents. He has had predecessors centuries ago. 
From the time of the earliest fathers of the Church 
it became customary to charge those Christians with 
Judaising who observed the Sabbath or any other 
Mosaic law. These early fathers, heedless of the 
precepts given and the example set by the Founder 
of Christianity, who—although opposed to certain 
rabbinical interpretations which he considered hypo- 
critical, yet on all occasions manifested the profound- 
est veneration for the Law of Moses, declaring that 
the Scribes sat in his chair—carried their pagan 
prejudices against Jews and their hatred to Judaism 
into the domain of the new religion embraced by 
them, applying language to the Jewish Christians, 
who believed that Jesus had come to fulfil and not 
to destroy the Law, which was neither justified by 
the Evangelists nor the Apostles. It is from these 
fathers, rather than the Apostles, that later Christian 
theologians learned the use of those unfortunate 
terms and phrases, in reference to Jews and Judaism, 
which struck the former such deep wounds, and 
associated with the latter everything that is vile and 
absurd. But our days have corrected many errors 
of bygone ages, have removed much prejudice, and 
banished much bigotry. Society has begun to atone 
for the wrongs done. to the Jew. Civil legislature 
has in many countries rehabilitated him. Is the 
odium theologicum alone to remain immovable ? Is the 
peace and good will on earth, tanght by Christianity 
to have been first announced to Jewish ears, not to 
extend to the domain of religion? Are the descend. 
ants of those to whom this heavenly message was first 
said to have been delivered to be the only ones ex- 
cluded from its benefits? It is time that the reform 
commenced by Protestantism in the 16th century 
should be completed, and, with the corrupt doctrines 
of these pagan fathers of the Church, also their un- 
warranted language against Jews and Judaism dis- 
carded. 

To create prejudice against the Jews and contempt 
for their tenets, by stigmatising ‘Scotch Sabbatical 
excesses as Jewish, is, to say the least, un-Kvange- 
lical and un-Apostolical. If the controversy on the 
Sabbath is to be continued, let the disputants either 
altogether abstain from unnecessarily dragging in 
Jews and Judaism, or, if references to them be 
deemed expedient, let them be represented in their 
true light. For this purpose we have drawn this 
sketch of the Jewish Sabbath. To set up mere 


phantoms, as is done by the latitudinarian party, for 
the purpose of knocking them down as Jews and 
Judaisers, is as little truthful as it is Christian. 


Tae CaTtTLe PLAGUE AND Mr. Worms.—The news- 
papers have reveutly several times referred to Mr. Maurice 
Worms, as the inventor of a successful method for treat- 
ing cattle attacked by the rinderpest, hitherto consi- 
dered as incurable. The ‘* Times” in an article on the 

subject, published on the 19th inst., says:—‘“‘It may, 

perhaps, be not altogether inappropriate to add that Mr. 

Worms is a gentleman of ample fortune, who has come 

forward with the mos: honourable motives to try and avert 

by the fruits of his experience what threatens to be a 

national calamity. It would be scarcely worth while to 

mention this if it were not for the fact that in some parts 

of the country an idea prevails that Mr: Worms isa cattle 

doctor and derives gain from the adoption of his prescrip- 

tion. The plain fact is that he has given much of his 

time, and not a little of his money, to establish what he 
believes is a remedy for this dreadful distemper.”

Worms is a coreligionist, a member of the respected 

family of that name well known in the Jewish community.

minational catechism whatever sball he introduced, 
and that no partizular forms sball be imposed on 
any child contrary to the religious convictions of the 
gurviving parent or guardian of such child.” The 
Speech in general was as feeling as impressive, and 
was received with great cheers.

times id he hazard his life, and go up to that country which 
was the glory of all lands; and now ia his old age his love of 
the sacred cities impels him again to enquire afcer the welfare 
of Jerusalem. 

Righteous Judge! Thy c hastening hand lay heavy upon 
the indwellers of the Holy Land ; before their eyes the locusts 
consumed the produce of the fiche, great were the number of 
those who were slain by the d:ead epidemic, and many were 
stricken down even unto death. but gracious and merciful 
art Thou, O Lord! Thou didst send Thy Spirit, and the sick 
were healed. Thy word went forth, and the plague was 
stayed Thou didst inspire the hearts of our scattered bre- 
thren in many lands with feelings of pity and sympathy, so 
that they came forward unitedly as one to the help of the 
children of Zion, the solitary, 

And now, as a shepherd seeketh out his sheep, so does Thy 
shepherd seek his flock, to strengthen those that are sick, to 
bind up those that are broken, to comfort the «filicted mourn- 
ers, to give unto them the garment of joy for the spirit of dejec- 
tion. We pray Thee, be with him at his going forth and 
coming in; let no evil befall him, guide him with Thy counsel, 
so that the work of his hands may prosper whithersoever he 
turneth. Give Thy angels charge over him, to keep him in 
all his ways, and to bring him again unto his home in 
health and in strength. Watch also over his companions, 
Grant that their reward be with them, and that their recom- 
pense go before them. 

Mayest Thou wipe away the tea:s from off the faces of the 
distressed, and hasten the days when the desolate cities shal! 
be rebuilt, and the waste places be raised up; when all man. 
kind sha’l call upon Thy name, and worship Thee with one 
accord, when our eyes shall behold the rejoicing of Zion.

BOARD. OF DEPUTIES.—MEETING. 


The Board met on Thursday evening thé 15th inst, 
at the rooms of the Spanish and Portu 
Synagogue, Bevis Marks, to receive the report of the 
Committee of the Holy Land Reliet Fund, and on 

business, In the unavoidable absence of the 
resident pro tem, Mr. M. H_ Picciotto was called 
to the chair. 

The minutes of the previous meeting having been 
read and confirmed letters in reply to communications 
from the Board were read from the following person- 
ages. The first, from the Rev. the Chief Rabbi, was 
in reply to the vote of thanks addressed to him by 
the Board in ition of his exertions on behalf of 
the Jews of the Holy Land ; the second acknowledged 
the expressions of sympathy by the Board with Lady 
Palmerston on the demise of her lamented husband ; 
and the third from the Right Hon. the Lord Mayor, 
thanking the Board for its sentiments on his election 
, to the civic chair. Next was read a letter from Sir 

Moses Montefiore, addressed to the President, on the 
condition of the Jews of Persia, and which referred 
to the kind interposition of Earl Clarendon, Forei 
Secretary, as shown by the correspondence on 
subject which lately appeared in our columns 

An interesting report from the council of the 
Morocco Relief Committee, and signed by the Rev. 


| the Chief Rabbi and Mr. M. H. Picciotto, was laid 


before the Meeting. It appeared from the report 
that the council had received valuable assistance 

the British Consuls stationed in different parts of 
Morocco, who moreover, whenever an opportuni 
presented itself, interposed in behalf of the Jews 
against any act of persecution. The secre was 
therefore instructed to convey the thanks of the 
Board to those gontlemen.* 

A report showing the progress of the Holy Land 
Relief Fund Committee was next read, but upon 
which we' will not touch, as it will »e found in our ad- 
vertising columns. The Chairman, in moving the 
adoption of the report and several resolutions having 
reference to the proposed visit of Sir Moses Monte- 
fiore to the Holy Land, congratulated the Board on 
the success which had attended their eforts on behalf 
of their suffering coreligionists, which he said was to 
be attributed to the two revered names that headed 
the appeal, viz., the Rev. the Chief Rabbi and 
the veteran philanthropist Sir Moses Montefiore, and 
from the universal esteem in which they were held. 


' As will be scen, upwards of £5000 has been collected, 


nearly £2000 of which has been remitted from Ame- 
rica through the different organised bodies there, and 
other sums have been sent from British possessions, 
Of this amount £2000 has been forwarded to the 
Holy Land. It was hinted that there was an opinion 
prevalent that relief to the sufferers had been 
sent sparingly; but it was explained that every 
application had been answered in such a manner as 
to meet immediate requirements, therefore the Com- 
mitee, having in view the proposed journey of 
Sir Moses toJerusalem—who from his local knowledge 
and vast experience was in a position better than any 
other person to effect aa impartial distribution— 
theught it expedient to entrust the worthy Baronet 
‘with as large a balance as would remain after having 
met all demands. 

Thanks having been voted to the chair the meeting 
separated.

DeaTH OF Mapam Monteriore. — We regret to 
learn the death of Madam Montefiore. She expited on 
Monday evening lact, in a good old age. The deceased, 
widow of the late Abraham, elder brotiver of Sir Moses 
Montefiore, was the sister of the Barons Nathan and 
James de Rothschild. She leaves behind three represen- 
tatives—the amiable, benevolent, and accomplished Lady 
Rothschild, and two sons, J. M. and Nathaniel Montefiore. 
Another daughter, Charlotte, died before her, in 1854. 
The prematare death of this Lady was deplored as 
a communal loss, her mind having been as cifted 
as ber heart affectionate, and her charity munificent. 
Through the death of Madam Montefiore, some of 
the leading families of the Jewish people in Europe 
will be placed im mourning.—Since the foregoing 
Was in type Wé wete favoured with the following obituary 
by a correspondent who had better opportunites than 
we possessed for becoming acquainted with the deceased : 
“After a lingering illness, Mrs. Abraham Montefiore died, 
at Stanhope street, on Monday last. With her, one of 
the few remaining links that connect the founder of the 
house of RothschNd with its preseot representatives is 
severed. And she was « worthy daughter of the great 
Mayer Rothschild; like him in simplicity and humility, 
clearness and intelligence, charity and love. She diedin 
her seventy seventh year: but a. had only matured, not

her sympathies. Her interest was equally powerful for 
the welfare of ber family, the affairs of the community, 
aud the r= political struggles of the world.

HE OATH 
The following is & portion of the speech 


" was pretiy generally admitted last year that there ought 
to be one ceneral oath . and I think, if that be the general 
nion, we ogght to confine ourselves to the first part of the 

t oath, whtch can be taken without hesitation alike by 
esmtent and Catholics—I mean the part which pledges 
allegiance to the Crown. As to the members of the Jewish 
faith who sit bere, not by absolate right but by sufferance, I 
think there «ught to be a provision ia the Bill for their admis- 
sion to Parliament. They have sat now for some years in 
the House, and it would be ridiculous tofsay that danger would 
arise either to Crown, Church, or constitution by their legal- 
ized admission to Parliament. They have among them men 
of great ability, who have exhibited it in discussions on various 
subjects brought before this House, and I think the time has 
when the members of the Jewish persuasion in the 
ouse ought to be admitted to all the privileges which are 
enjoyed by the members of other denominations. By passing 
the measure which I propose, we shall agree that every member, 
BO matier what his religion is. who is willing to take the oath 
of allegiance to [ler Majesty, has a right to sit in thie House, 
if he is qualified to do so in the opinion of those who sent him 
here. I will now propose a very short Bill, which will merely 
ethatthe oath tobe taken by members of this House 

shall be the following :— I, A. B., do swear I will bear trae 
allegiance to Queen Victoria and defend her to the utmost of 
my power from al! conspiracies and treasons against her person 

crown, and dignity.” 

A correct form of the proposed bill has since been 
printed. It was prepared by Sir George Grey and Mr. 
Gladstone, and runs thus :-— 

“J —-. do swear that I will be faithful and bear true 
allegiance to her Majesty Queen Victoria, and will defend her 
to the utmost of my power against all conspiracies and at- 
tempts whatever which shali be made against her power, 
Crown, or dignity. So help me God.” They who, by reason 
of theif religious persuasion, are permitted to make a solemn 
affirmation or declaration, may do so by substituting the words 
“solemnly, sincerely, and truly declare and affirm ” for the 
word “swear,” and omitting the words “ Sohelp me God.”’ 
The Oath or affi:mation must be made at “the tablein the 
middie of the said House,” while a fall House is present, by 
every member before taking his seat. The penaity for sitting 
or voting without this ceremony is £500 for every offence. 
“ and, in addition to such penalty, his seat shall be vacated in 


the same manner as if he were dead.” 


There can be little doubt tha¢ the bill will pass the 
Commons. How it will be received by the Peers is 
doubtfol. Lor: Ravensworth, in reference to tle sub- 
ject, alluded to in Her Majesty’s speech, remarked :— 

That he had given a pledge on one occasion duriny the last 
Session of Parliament that,as ic had been admitted upon al! 
sides that some amendment was necessary in the law regu- 
lating the administering ot oaths to members of Parliament, 
he would ask their lordships to deal with the question in a 
comprehensive manner. Raut, since Her Majesty bad been 
pleased to call attention to the subject in her Speech, and had 
promised that the Government would introduce a Bill for the 
amendment of the law relating to oaths, he considered himselt 
relieved from the p'edge he had given, Still, he would say that 
if the Government proposed a oniform oath for members of a'l 
erecds, they wou'd experience more difficulty than might at first 
sight be expected. He had given much attention to the subjec:, 
and would, of course, give all due consideration to the proposal 
of Her Majesty’s Government when it should be Jaid before 
Parliament. For the present he would only say that he could 
support no measure which did not uphold the dignity, pre-emi- 
‘ence, aid authority of the Kstablished Church of England. 


A CURIOUS ARTICLE ‘IN THE “MORNING 
HERALD.” 


Our attention has only now been called to a leading 
article in the ‘** Morning Herald” of the 6:h inst., 
which calis for some remarks. The article is evidently 
the production ef a mind which derived all its knowledge 
of Jews and Jewish teelings from conversionist sources, 
The 
tone of the article throughout is sentimental and sickly. 
It views everything touched upon through a medium of 
yomance, and not reality. ‘his is greatly to be regretted, 
as we wish to be seen by the world as we are, and not 
as a morbid imagination depicts us. But this we cannot 
alter—chacun @ son giut. If there are writers who are 
either incapable of sceing an object in any other direc- 
tion save an oblique one, or are unwilling toc look at it 
in any other way, it is their own affair. But it isa dif- 
ferent thing with statements involving facts, Truth is 
@ sacred thing. He thst tampers with facts is either 
ignorant, and therefore disqualified for handling them, 
or a wilful perverter, and therefore a profaner of what is 
sacred. In either case the distortion of facts—or worse, 
the substitution of fiction for them—calls for correction. 
We will therefore bri fly point out the erroneous stute- 
ents ip the article. 

Let us say that there is vot a shadow of truth in the 
statewe: t forming, as it were, the framework of the 
‘whole article, intending to hold all its parts together, to 
round them off and consolidate them.

The iate Lady Montefiore, who, in the conpany of her 
husband, paid the Holy City a vieit in 1827, speaks in 
her “ Private Journe!” of the community as possessing 
four synagogues, apd in general all ivstituiioas, such 


- ascan only be found and supported in large and long 


established communities. It is equally untrue that the 
present number of Jews +t Jerusalem is nearly thirty 
But 
eight thousand would be nearer the mark. Mendeissobn, 
no doubt, was a Jew; but we can afford making a present 
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ish in him but the accident of being descended from a 
Jewish family. He had never seen Jewish life, never 
received 2 Jewish education, and probably was never 


inside a synagogue. His nothingarian parents took care 


tow his mental associations should be un-Jesvish from 
| bis tenderest infancy, and early in life—we believe in 


his twelyth year—caused him to be baptised, probably 
with the view of opening to the gifted boy a career 
worthy his eminent talents. It is further untrue that 
of recent years a considerable number of Jews embraced 
Christianity. There are proportionately not more Jews 
embracing Christianity than Protestants Romanism, or 
Roman Catholics Protestantism. There have been more 
Protestants converted to Mormonism within the last 
20 years than there have been Jews converted to all 
sects of Christianity within the last two centuries. How 
insignificant the namber of Jews converted to Ciris- 
tianity is can be ‘proved by statistics. All over Europe 
the Jews have iacreased in the course of the present 
century in much larger proportions than the rest of the 
population. In Poland the Jewish population has since 
1816 trebled ; in the Austrian empire at least doubled ; 
and even in Prussia, where confessedly the largest 
number of conversions has taken place, the Jewish popu- 
lation is more rapidly increasing than the Christian, al- 
though, as a matter of course, the converts go to swell the 
general list. In France the Jewish population bas within 
thesame period at least doubled; in England, very proba- 
bly, quadrupled. In Belgium, where ai the beginning 
of this centary there was not a Jew, ate now several 
thousands of them, At Brussels there is now a flourishing 
congregation. And all this increase took place while a 
stream of emigration from Europe incessantly bas been 


pouring into America, north and south (in the former 


there are at least 200,000 Jews), Australia, aad South 
Africa. Can it, after this, be maintained that the ranks 


of the Jews are thinned by baptism? The desertions 
from Judaism are in our days to some extent wade up 
by conversions from Christianity to Judaism. In Den- 
mark ane Prassia, where conversions of this kind are 
not against the law of the land, several of them have 
been noticed. 
Czar, eight Christian families publicly embraced Juda- 
ism. Having premised these remarks we now proceed

“ A curious and interesting movement has been in 


progress for a considerable time, affecting the state ard 
prospects of the Jewish race in all quarters of the world. 
It is of a nativnal rather than of areiigious character, 
As is weil known, the gene-ous exertions of Sir Moses 
Montefiore in Morocco, Persia, and elsewhere, have 
greatly tended to ameliorate the condition of the Jews 


local'y, although they. are still, in many regions, perse- 
cuted and oppressed ; but the most ;emarkable fact of 
all has been an interview between the French E nperor 
and the leading members of the commonity in Paris, 
The object of this irformal proceeding was, on the part 
of Napoleon ITT[., to ascertain bow far there yet lingered 
in the Jewish mind a belief and desire that they might 
become repossessed of their native country, and certainly 
no idea, since that of the Crusades. could be more 
romantic or bold than one which should promise them, 
through any means, the fulfilment of this ancient wish. 
Somewhile ago, an inventor of astonishments for the 
popular fancy announced that a particular capitalist had 
hought up Jerusalem in a single lot, and we have no 
doubt that the French Emperor’s views will, with simi- 
lar vivacity, be interpreted as conclusive of a.resolve, 
before long, to *occupy’ the. Holy Land, and ereate, 
forthwith, a Hebrew hierarchy. We may dismiss all 
such notions as being ‘ picturesque credulities.. Bat 
there is @ wonder, a mystery, and an amazement in the 
fact that this people, dispersed and shattered, bunted and 
afflicted, scattered up and down the earth, and pursued 
by a thousand hatreds, still number more, probably, 
than they did when united under the reign of Solomon. 
Woether in Moldavia, old Poland, Moravia, Germany, 
or the extreme west of Europe, they remain one family, 
kept together partly by a sense of former wiongs, 
wrought up through centuries to a faith in au atoning 
future, andevery now and then, io a fit of enthusiasm, 
transporting their wealth to Syvia, in expectancy of the 
great restoration. Forty years ago there were nota 
hundred Jews ia Jerusalem; now they count nearly 
thirty thousand, an immigration due, in a considerable 
degree, to the straoge address, attributed to a fictitious 
Jewish prince, suppo-ed to rule over a fabuious realm 
in Asia, which was circulated in Poland tuward the close 
of the late Caar’s reign. There, in fact, is their main 
stronghold. Units in other regions, they are in the 
Polisb territory a population of manufacturers, money- 
changers, farmers of the soil, and tradesmen, but with 
no sense of fixity in their imaginations. For themselves 
or their descen’ants, they ali expect ‘to go home.’ We 
thivk there aie few subjects, among the multitude in 
which the French Emperor has interested himse/f, wore 
engaging than this. ‘The Jews, ia most countries, are 
generally rich; but it bas ben a common mistake to 
represent them as Money-gtubbers exclusively. They 
produced Mendelssunn and Neander: their so diers 
rougbt gallaucly in the great war aguinst Bonaparte ; 
they have practised medicine with remarkable genius ; 
and, whatever our cieeds, we cavnotforget the good 
words of Bishop Watson wheu he said that, upon seeing 
a Jew, bis best thoughts were always curried back to the 
beginning and earliest bleasing of the werld. Therefore, 
it is iu more than @ mere autiquarian spirit tnat we 
observe w'th sympathy the refusal of this race to raise, 
whenever challenged to resume their lost position in the 
world, the cry Hierosolyma est perdita. 

“We are not now touching to the least extent apon 
those questions which separate the Jews from ourselves. 
The eubdject is not even political—it is purely ove ot 


| of Neander to our neighbours. There was nothing Jew- 


permeated the life and inflaenced the character of the - 
oldest nation upon earth through hundreds of years— 
the offspring of an unique national and spiritual 
pride, of a fierce constancy under suffering, and a placid 
assurance in prosperity—which make him for ever, 
whether he be found in London, Cairo, or a Polish 
forest, sute of the future. They may inhabit the tents 
of Yeomen, or fly upon the saddles of the Caucasus, or © 
till the soil in Georgia, or traffic along the valley of 
the Rhine, or build synagogues in Amsterdam, or be . 
patriarchs in the Barbary deserts, yet the districts round 
Jerasalem are never forgotten, and this legion holds 
millions of the scattered people together. Their num- 
bers, no doubt, arethinning. Of recent years the total 
of Jews converted and baptised has been very consider- 
able, and even where this has not been the case a strong 
reaction against rabbinism has been manifest, in Germany 
especially ; and it is now evident that, in their general 
destinies, they are not far trom something like a crisis. 
In England, France, and Polan¢, we conceive, they 
enjoy the happiest conditions of life; here, of course, 
they are upon a perfect equality with other citizens, and» 
across the Channel also. In Poland, where they are 
less cultivated, and seem to wait in apathy for the 
pilgrimage to ‘their fathers’ sepulchres,’ we note a 
different degree of ‘social scietce.’ The rich embalm 
the bodies of their dead for burial in Palestine, or import 
its sacred earth to embed their cemetery grounds, In 
Spain their standing is worse than in any other state 
of Europe. As the Goths hated them, so do the Span- 
‘ards, With them, to be a Jew is to bear a stigma which 
‘time cannot soften, wealth cannot gild, merit cannot 
efface,’ and they are now exactly as they were when 
Sancho Panza, expressing the eentiments of the ignorant 
classes among his countrymen, declared ‘ that he was 
a true old Christian, and really a mortal enemy of all 
Jews.’ To exclaim ‘Judio!’is the last insult, never 
to be forgotten. We find these feelings extant scarcely 
anywhere else on the Continent—not in Rome, not at 
Frankfort, not at Hamburgh, and notin Vienna. Ia 
Prxssia, where at one tine no Jew was allowed tu sleep 
within the walls of a city, or to give evidence in a court 
of law, they are held in high respect, and have won their 
way to peace and liberty; but, as all avow, they must 
march again to Pisgah before their lot is accomplished. 


‘This is, indeed, the transmission of one thought from 


gent ration to ¢ eneration, the singularity of which it would 

be impossible to exuggerate. As the Jewish maidens 

said when they wept by the waters of Babel, sothe Jewish 
residents in Paris, in February, 1866, say again at the 

Tuileries. They remember the Sabbaths of Sharon, and 

the land of brooks of waters, and they go for counsel to 
the nephew ofthat conqueror whose generals in 1799, 
* gave the last memorial of blood to those devoted plains.’ 
The strange part of the matter is the fearless confession 

in our day, of this hope, which had been long left unut-— 
tered. Not many years ago thousands of the Jews ia 
Russia bound themselves to a compact by an oath, that 

‘as soon as the way was oyen for them-to go up to 

Jerusalem, they would immediately go thither, and 

there spend their time in fasting and _ praying 
ontil the Lord should send the Messiah. We 
believe that to neary every congregation in the 

Eastern districts of Europe these ideas are con- 
tinually preached, and here in lingland the constant 
prayer that concludes every Hebrew festival is * The 

year that approaches, oh bring us to Jerasalem!’ In. 
some of the reformed synagogues, no doubt, it is ex- 
cluded ; but they fern only a fraction; for the rest, 

suffering, inau)t, poverty, torture, and death, have not 
diminished the confidence of the less educated classes 
in their destiny ; and now the chiefs of their race in 

Fra.ce, without fanaticism or even enthusiasm, calmly 
debate the topic with the Emperor, as one likely to 
engage the attention of the world sooner: or later, as a 
question of political exigency. We confess to not see- 
ing it, as yet, in a light so strong, or from the same 
point of view.

salem.”

AESPORY -OF THE. JEWS. 


BY DR. H. GRATZ. 
(Continued from our last.) 


The temple worship at the time not only consisted in 
sacrifices and hymnic psalms, but also in prayers which 
by degrees assumed fixed forms. After the morning sacri- 
fice the section of priests on duty, and probably also the 
attending multitude, went to prayer to the Freestone Hall, 
the ordinary meeting place of the great Sanhedrin. The 
prayers, which alternated with the reading of short sec: 
tions from the Law, were simple and fervent. At the 
beginning a brief thanksgiving for God’s love to his people, 
having illumined them with the gui ing star of the law, 
afterwards the Decalogue and the Shema (YYW), with 
its three parts, then a hind of confession of faith, and 
lastly, a concluding prayer. The prayer was followed by 
the burning of the incense on the golden altar, as though 
the elevation of the worshipping soul to God were to give 
to this smybol its right significancy. As soon as the 
incense was lighted the piercing strains of the magraphah 
(a kind of masical instrument) resounded, and the crier 
called out ‘‘ Assewble, ye Levites, for the chant,” upon 
which the singers poured in from all parts of the exten- 
sive building, forming a choir, stationed on the 15 steps 
at the entrance leading from the court of the women to 
that of the mem. While the priests poured wine on the 
altar as an offering, the Levites intoned the chorai song 
of the Psalms, accompanied by three kinds of musica: 
instruments (harps, viols, and cymbals). On the high 
festival, as well as on the eve of Passover, the affecting 
sounds of the flute mingled with the chant. In ogler to 
render it melodious by bass and alto voices, boys of the 
tribe of Levi were added. Every Pealm was chanted in 
nine divisions, with eight pauses (PB) ; at each pause 
two priests sounded the trumpet, when the attending 
multitude prostrated itself on the ground for worsbip. 

The Psalms for the daily and festival services seem 
only to have become fixed in the days of the Asmoneuns ; 
until then they were subject to changes, according to the 
exigences of the time. Did any grievous woe press upon 
the people, the Levitial choirs wailed in dolefal strains, 
selecting elegiac Psalms. Was the people delivered from 
oppression, shouting triumphal songs resounded. Until 
Hyrkanos’ reign Psalms of lamentation seemed to have 
been customary, Psalm xliv being a favorite because it so 
thrillingly depicted the contrast between the former 
greatness of the Jewish nation and its sunken state curing 
the. Syrian dominion of coercion. The people had so 
often listened to this and similar Psalms in their desperate 
condition that it still Ieved-to be thrilled ard raised 
by them, although times had changed for the better, 
Hyrkanos took out from the ritual this Psalm of despair, 
and undoubtedly also others of similar import, and pro- 
bably substituted cheering chorals, The nation was no 
longer to wail out of the mouth of the Psalmist, *‘ Awake, 
Lord, why slumberest Thou? bowed down to the dust is 
our life, our body cleaveth to the grouni.” The Psalms 
which remained in use until the destruction of the temple 


in all probability date from the time of Hyrkanos. On 


Sabbaths the service was more solemn and extended 
In addition to the Sabbath Psalm was recited the sublime 
didactic poem (V3°FNM) which Moses before his death 
handed over to his peeple. It was chanted in six divi- 
sions; every Sabbath another section, and during the 
afternoon service the triumphal song on the Red Sea 
There can be no doubt but that regular services beyond 
the temple in the synagogues became consolidated iu the 
time of the Asmoneans. Upon the whole the synagogal 
service was torrowed from the temple and passed as a 
substitution for the temple ritual. The more deeply 
the consciousness penetrated the mass that the regularly 
recurring daily sacrifices were by and for the whole nation 
—#it was denied by the Sadducees—the more earnestly the 
nation strove to be represented by the ritual, As the 
priests and Levites were divided into 24 detachments 
(MIIVDWD), each of which did twice a year duty in the 
temple, so was the whole nation divided into 24 sections 
(MITDPD), which alternately sent two delegates to 
Jerusalem, who were to represent their section, and, to a 
certain extent, the whole nation as deputies. Those of 
the sections who had remained in their homes assembled, 
when it was their turn, for a whole week in some central 
_ place in order to hold a special service ; they had the same 
prayers as in the temple, only instead of the Decalogue 
they recited a portion of the history of creation, selecting 
that suitable for the day.. The members of the respective 
section (JOY "WIN) fasted from Monday until Thurs- 
day, and celebrated divine service on these days four 
times, the same az on the Day of Atonement. The con- 
diiion of divine service in the other synagogues, however, 
cannot be ascertained. Nevertheless, it is cestain that 
even the country people repaired on Mondays, Thursdays, 
and festivals to the neighbouring cities in order to attend 
Divine service, at which prayer alternated with the read- 
ing of the law. On Mondays and Thursdays there were 
also held in the cities weekly fairs and the sessions of 
the courts of justice. The Pentateuch was read in small 
sections, being completed within a cycle of three years. 
It was undoubtedly an ancient custom to read from the 
prophets portions corresponding with the section for the 
week ; according to some, however, this custom ovly 
dates from the time of the Asmoneans. #jEach community, 
as far as its internal administration is concerned, was 
quite independent ; it was authorised to make regulations 
concernivg weights and measures, market ptices, aod 
payment of wages. The permission to settle at pleasure 
(Freiziizikeit) was unrestricted. As soon as a person 
had spent a year at any plece or bought a piece of ground, 
he became a citizen to every intent and purpose, enjoying 
all rights and sharing in all burdens. Each community 
eJected its representatives for the sypagogal and wuni- 
cipa) affairs, and for the care of the poor was formed a 
committee of seven members ("J MDW). 
Two regulativns, the origin of which is assigned to 
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] the interior, which bad arisen in cuneequence of the 


Syrian wars, continued to affect the aation, The 

people had during the anerchy, which extended over so 
many years, altogether unlearned to set aside the tithe 
for the Levites and the poor, and the so-called second 
tithe, which was to be consumed at Jerusalem, whereby 
the devout, when they brought corn in the market, were 
compelled to partake of things untithed. There certainly 
were formed societies whose object it was conscientou:ly 


become a member of such an association was in duty 
bound thereto. But they only formed a minority. Ano- 
ther abuse had insinusted itself and become an es‘ab- 
lished practice. The priests took the tithe while, accordiay 
to the Pentateuch, it belonged to the Levites, who were 
only bound to give the tenth thereof to the priests, Sowe 
imperious priesis, such asthe sons of Pachora, violently 
uppropriated to themselves the tithe, deprive the o «ners 
of the right to disrribute the tithes as seemed good to 
them, and thus cut off all sources of subsistence from the 
other priess. It is not known why Hyrkancos was not 
able openly to remedy this abuse, but he considered this 
siate of thisgs so unjust that he was determined indirectly 
to obviate it He therefore ordered that every buyer of 
produce of the field should tithe it if it was doubtful 
whether this ha! been done or not, and these were called 
doubtful tithes He further abolished the prayer 
of thanks which every landowner had to offer up for 
blessing conferred every third year, because tithing was 
not performed in a legal manner, lest an untruth shoald be 
uttc red before the Omniscient by ‘eclaring that everything 
was done as prescribed. So earnest was Hyrkanos in the 
restoration of the violated religious laws, and consequently 
in the support of the Pharisaical direction, that he ordered 
all noisy trades, such as that of the smiths, to be sus- 
pended on half holidays. He was, on the one hand, com- 
pletely a devout high priest, guardian, and promoter of 
Judaism. But on the other he was also a prince, and 
therefore not in a position to break with the Sadducees ; 
they were his fellow-combatants, his generals, and coun 

sellors. Jonathan, their leader, was a trosty friend of 
the prince; he did not exercise less influence upor him than 
the presidents of the Sanhedrin. To an advanced period 
in life Hyrkanos knew how to solve the problem before 
him, to keep the alance between two antagonistic 
parties. He knew how t> prevent either of them acquir- 
ing the uscendancy and becoming a persecutor [of the 
opponents, But ag is olten the case in such difficult posi- 


‘tions, a breath, a word is sufficient to upset the finest 


calculations, and the structure so laboriously erected falls 
ina day. A word of this kind inconsiderately uttered so 
affected the zealous adherent of Phariseeism that he be- 
came its most inveterate opponent. In the last years of 
his life Hyrkanos altogether inclined towards the Sad- 
ducees.

of the common rendering.
